or before the act became effective, 
asked if the act was constitutional, 
whether the journals of the House 
and Senate show that it was passed 
properly, and whether the emergency 
clause in the act is sufficent to make 
it operative immediately.

Act Constitutional 


Mr. Pope held that the act is con- 


stitutional and that jt was passed 
properly by both houses. 


The audit bill was drafted by a 


Joint Conference Committee after the 
House and Senate had been dead- 
locked 10 days over provisions of vari- 
ous audit bills. The compromise bill 
was written and introduced by Sen- 
ator M. B. Norfleet of Forrest City, 
leader of the' Senate majority, which 
opposed certain provisions of bills 
originating in the House or amended 
in the House. 


An examination of three other bills 


introduced during the session, House 
Bill No. 5 by Bransford, sponsored by 
the Highway Audit Commission, and 
Senate Bills Nos. 4 and 6 by Senator 
Mitchell, showed that all contained 
the same so-called emergency clause 
as the compromise bill which finally 
was passed. 


Mr. Pope said in the opnion that 


the invalidity of the emergency clause 
need not cause delay in the highway 
audit, since certain phases of the work 
can be continued under trems of the 
original audit act passed at the regu- 
lar session. He suggested also that a 
test suit could be filed and a decis- 
ion obtained within a few weeks, if 
interested parties do not agree with 
his opinion.

The order limiting truck loads to 


five tons net was made after the com- 
mission foutod there was a marked In* 
crease in truck traffic on the high^ 
ways, both in the number of vehicles 
and the sl*e bf loads carried causing 
many roads to "rapidly disintegrate 
under the heavy traffic, to which they 
are being subjected." 


The resolution recited "that in or- 


der to protect the highways trofn un- 
necessary damage and preserve the 
investment made by the taxpayers of 
the state, the toad limit of all trucks 
operating in this, state, whether pri- 
vately operated or publicly operated, 
shall be set at five tons net load. 
This limit is to be the same whether 
hauled on one truck, or truck and 
semi-trailer, or truck and trailer, or 
trailers." 


The effect of the order will be to 


cUt down the size of loads of cotton 
lo 20 bales, instead df loads contain- 
ing up to 45 bales as frequently are 
seen on the highways, and to cause 
large trucking companies to "split" 
loads into smaller ones and use more 
equipment.
